The reply filed on May 3, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s): The reply filed on May 3, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior 
Office Action because: the actual elected invention was SEQ ID NO: 71 and not SEQ ID NO: 12,223. 
Applicants indicate that they had intended to elect SEQ ID NO: 12,223 (response filed May 3, 2004, page 
3), but that an inadvertent error resulted in the election of SEQ ID NO: 71. It is noted that the 
inadvertent error occurs no fewer than 14 times in the claims and text of the response filed October 1, 
2003. The application is examined in accordance with the actual elected invention and not the intended 
elected invention. Thus, the amendment filed January 27, 2004 did in fact result in the cancellation of all 
claims drawn to the elected invention {i.e., SEQ ID NO: 71) and replaced them with claims drawn to a 
non-elected invention (SEQ ID NO: 12,223). In order to avoid abandonment of the application, 
applicants must include in the application at least one claim drawn to the originally elected invention. 
See 37 CFR § l.lll. Since the period for reply set forth in the prior Office action has expired, this 
application will become abandoned unless applicant corrects the deficiency and obtains an extension of 
time under 37 CFR 1.136(a). See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona 
fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
